Mayor Intends to Move 
Fast on City Improve- 
ments in’'Wake of Re- 
cent Victory on Earn- 
ings Tax. 


The city’s needs were being 
studied by municipal depart- 
ment heads today, following a 
request by Mayor Raymond R. 
Tucker that a list of public 
works to be considered for a 
$100,000,000 bond issue be sub- 
mitted by Nov. i. 

At the monthly conference 


with his cabinet yesterday, the | 
Mayor made it clear that he} 


intends to move fast with a 
bond issue for public improve- 
ments, now that the city’s fi- 
nances have been stabilized 
through home rule on the earn- 
ings tax. ° 


He asked department heads to 
review municipal needs and out- 
line all improvements that could 
benefit the city. Public works 
most urgently needed will be 
included in the $100,000,000 
bond issue program to be sub- 
mitted to the voters next year, 
but projects of less immediacy 
may be placed cn a supplemen- 
tary roster of Icng-range im- 
provements for Jater develop- 
ment, he explained. 

Master Pian for City. 

Mayor Tucker pointed out that 
the City Plan Commission sev- 
eral years ago drew up a master 
plan of suggested improvements. 
William Coibion, the commis- 
sion’s planning director, was in- 
structed to turn over cost esti- 
mates of these projects to the 
city department heads. The city 
officials will endeavor to rate 
projects as to priority. 

Department suggestions will 
be submitted to Frank J. Mc- 
Devitt, president of the Board of 
Public Service, who will co- 
ordinate the planning with Coi- 
bion’s. assistance. An over-all 
program then will be drafted, 
and a citizens’ committee to be 
appointed soon by the Mayor 
will draw up the final plan for 
a bond issue. 

Voter approval fast Thursday 
of the amendment to the city 
charter to permit home rule in 
levying the earnings tax “spells 
a new era” of progress, Chancel- 
lor Ethan A. H. Shepley of Wash- 
ington University, said yesterday. 
He spoke at a meeting of the 
Traffic Club of St. Louis at 
Hotel Jefferson. 

Families Might Return. 

Shepley said he believes many 
families now residents of the 
county would return to St. Louis 
and reclaim deteriorated proper- 
ties if a concerted effort is 
made to rehabilitate entire 
neighborhoods. 

The per capita cost of govern- 
ment in St. Louis is not extrava- 
gant in comparison with other 
cities, but decadent neighbor- 
hoods are costly because they 
require more services, the 
speaker asserted. 

Shepley pointed out that other 
cities, faced with the migration 
from city to suburbs, merely ex- 
tended their boundaries to in- 
clude new residential areas and 
did not suffer losses of tax reve- 
nue. Since St. Louis cannot 
move its boundaries and because 
it is unlikely it will be merged 
with the county, the only solu- 
tion to problems common to 
both is the creation of metro- 
politan districts, he said.

Fifty-fourth Queen. 


It was 76 years ago that the 
fabled Prophet first appeared at 
festival time, but this will be 
only the seventy-first ball—for 
it was suspended in the World 
War years—and the Queen will 
be the fifty-fourth. 

The present queen, Miss 
Julia Tery, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Whitelaw T. Terry, of 6235 
Wydown boulevard, Clayton, will 
share the spotlight on the last 
day of her reign. She will oc- 
cupy a throne chair beside that 
of the Prophet almost until time 
for her successor’s appearance. 

Three former queens. will 
be present to see the chosen 
debutante receive from the 
heavily-veiled monarch’s hands 
the platinum crown that is set 
with 50 diamonds, six sapphires 
and 11 oriental pearis. It is 
topped with a synthetic egret 
plume—synthetic because there 
is a federal law against the use 
of the real thing. An egret is a 
white heron. 

The large Convention Hall 
has been transformed into a 
Court of Love and Beauty, with 
a terraced dais at the north 
end topped by two golden 
throne chairs against a back- 
ground of slender golden col- 
umns and lacquer red drapery. 

At the south end—an inter- 
minable number of footsteps 
away for the honored ones who 
make the stately walk to the 
throne—there is a golden-cur- 
tained entrance, and above it a 
pavilion for a 60-piece orchestra. 

Boxes Along Sides. 

On the ballroom floor, 34 
boxes draped with silver-col- 
ored fabric, many of them hold- 
ing as many as 20 chairs, are 
arranged as the sides of qa horse- 
shoe. The gallery, too, is hung 
with the same color of silver 
blending delicately with white 
covers on the backs of the 
chairs, and the dominant colors 
of the great hall are silver, gold 
and red. 

Seated on terraces near the 
thrones will be 86 Ladies of 
Honor, the Maids of Honor, and 
the Prophet’s Krewe, costumed 
funmakers who add light touches 
to the weighted eeremonial at 
appropriate times. There are 30 
Maids of Honor, and four of 
them will be selected to be Spe- 
cial Maids, an honor second 
only to that of being Queen. 

For those who take the trou- 
ble to keep track of the pro- 
ceeding, the name of the new 
Queen is known as soon as the 
fourth Special Maid has been 
announced, by a process of elim- 
ination. But in a few minutes 
it is known to all.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5 (AP)— 
A Washington architect testified 
today he paid Clyde L. Powell, 
ousted assistant federal hous- 
ing commissioner, $10,000 to get 
an increase in an FHA Joan 
commitment on an apartment 
project. 

The witness, Albert I. Cas- 
sel, told a Senate Banking sub- 
committee Powell demanded the 
money. 

He said he gave Powell the 
sum in three different pay- 
ments to get a $709,000 increase 
in an FHA loan commitment for 
an apartment project he had 
long struggled to complete. 

This was the first direct testi- 
mony, in six months of subcom- 
mittee hearings, that Powell had 
openly demanded money for ap- 
proving Government financing 
of a housing project. 

Powell to Take Stand. 
Today's hearings were de- 
voted entirely to Powell's activi- 
ties. They were to be climaxed 
late in the afternoon with his 
third appearance on the stand. 
Twice before he has declined 
to answer questions, invoking 
the protection of the Fifth 
Amendment against self-incrim- 
ination. 

Cassel, a Negro, told a com- 
plex and lengthy story of the 
involved financial dealings be- 
hind the construction of Mayfair 
Mansions, a big apartment proj- 
ect for Negro tenants in north- 
east Washington. 

Into it he wove the names of 
Marvin McIntyre, a onetime 
secretary to former President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt; George 
E. Allen, former District of Co- 
lumbia commissioner by appoint- 
ment of Roosevelt and former 
head of the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation by appoint- 
ment of Pesident Truman, and a 
close friend of President Eisen- 
hower; Harry C. Butcher, war- 
time aid to Mr. Eisenhower; 
Donald Dawson, White House 
patronage chief under Mr. Tru- 
man; and Elder Lightfoot 
Micheaux, a former Washington 
evangelist. 

Demand Made in 1946. 

Cassel said-the $10,000 pay- 
ment was demanded by Powell 
late in 1946 when the architect 
went to the FHA office to get 
the increase in the mortgage 
commitment on Mayfair Man- 
sions. 

This increase was designed to 
bail out persons who had sunk 
$709,000 without return in May- 
fair Gardens, a predecessor 
project to Mayfair Mansions. 

Powell told him that the au- 
thorization could not be issued 
until the $10,000 was paid, Cas- 
sel -testified. He said Powell in- 
sisted he had been very helpful 
in keeping the apartment pro- 
ject afloat. 

Earlier, the subcommittee was 
told that Powell made bank de- 
posits of $218,630—almost three 
times his net salary — in the 
year 1945 through last April. 


By the United Press. 

John Bard, a staff member of 
the General Accounting Office, 
told the Senate Banking Com- 
mittee that Powell received 
$75,793 in net Government sal- 
ary, plus $4471 in travel ex- 
penses, while serving as assist- 
ant FHA commissioner from 
1945 until April this year. 

His bank records for the same 
period, produced by the commit- 
tee, showed deposits of $101,220 
in cash and $117,410 in checks.

Bard said that Powell listed 
only his Government pay on his 
income tax returns for that peri-

“It is, therefore, an important 
contribution to the stabilization 
of Europe and the cause of 
peace in general,” the statement 
said 
Yugoslavs -received the an- 
nouncement quietly, but—as the 
semi-official news agency Yugo- 
press put it — “without en- 
thusiasm.” 

Trieste itself went on a flag- 
waving anthem-singing holiday. 
About 10,000 Triestini of all ages 
gathered in Piazza del Unita 
(Unity Square) to hear announce- 
ment of the settlement. The 
people were in high good 
humor. Thousands of Italian 
flags hung from apartment 
houses and store windows. 
The division of the Trieste 
free territory virtually coincides 
with the occupation boundaries 
established in 1945, with Italy 
getting the key Adriatic port of 
Trieste and Yugoslavia retain- 
ing the zone it has occupied 
since the end of World War II. 
The settlement is expected ta 
make possible the closing of the 
last gap in the Western defense 
line across southeastern Europe, 
Although both Italy and Yugo- 
Slavia are anti-Russian, they had 
refused to co-operate militarily 
in the past because of their fri- 
valry over Trieste. (See Page 
13, Post-Dispatch Atlas Section 
of Sept. 12.) 
The next step may be inclu- 
sion of Italy in the Balkan anti- 
aggression alliance which Yugo- 
Slavia, Greece and Turkey 
signed in August. 
The agreement was a triumph 
for United States-British diplo- 
macy, which prodded the two 
Adriatic sea neighbors through 
long negotiations in London, 
Washington, New York, Rome 
and Belgrade.

1. The port of Trieste and the 
rest of Zone A, except for a 
small strip on the southern bor- 
der near Lazzaretto, go to Italy.

St. Louis to Match Funds 
to Be Used to Buy 
Land to Protect Ap- 


proaches of 2 Run- 
ways, Extensions, 


Allocation to St. Louis of 
$316,000 in federal funds for 
improvements at Lambert - St. 
Louis Field was announced yes- 
terday in Washington by Secre- 
tary of Commerce Sinclair 
Weeks. The money must be 
matched by local funds. 


Director of Public Utilities 
Conway B. Briscoe said the grant 
would be used to buy land to 
protect approaches of two run- 
ways. Condemnation proceed- 
ings have already been started 
to acquire the land, which has 
an estimated value of $632,000. 

Eventually, Briscoe said, a part 
of the land probably will be used 
to extend the present instru- 
ment runway to the south. This 
would entail rerouting of Nat- 
ural Bridge road, one of the 
steps previously suggested by 
the city in the expansion pro- 
gram for the airport. The run- 
way, at present 6000 feet long, 
would be extended to 8500 feet. | 

The other tract to be bought 
is at the west end of the new 
10,000-foot runway which paral- 
lels Natural Bridge road. The 
ground to be purchased is be- 
tween Bridgeton Station and 
Lindbergh roads and is fan- 
shaped in area. 

There is a total of about 75 
acres in the two plots. The one 
lying south of Natural Bridge 
road contains a number of 
houses, most of them along St. 
Thomas road in Bridgeton. 

Funds were allocated under 
the Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 
tration’s Federal Aid to Airports 
program. No money was provid- 
ed under it last year, but grants 
were made in several prior 
years. 

Other grants for the current 
federal fiscal year, in addition 
to that for Lambert-St. Louis 
Field, include a total of $65,500 
to Kansas City, Joplin and Co- 
lumbia.

Loss Estimated at $150,000

READ NEWSPAPERS 
10 DAYS A YEAR 


A survey of newspaper read- 
ing habits showed today that 
the average Washington Univer- 
sity summer school student 
spends the equivalent of about 
10 days a year doing nothing 
but reading newspapers. 

The survey, which sampled 
235 of the 1195 students en- 
rolled, revealed that the average 
students reads about 10 news- 
papers a week. About 2 per 
cent do not read any newspapers 
at all.

OW that I'm out of Communist China after 18 moriths in 
prison, I am slowly beginning to realize how small a per- 
centage of the Communist effort for the control of the minds 
of men is directed at the Western world—yet.

These chains are _ riveted 
around a man’s ankles for vio- 
lation of the prison rules, which 
include a rule against fighting 
among cell mates. 

But the thing that horrified 
me—and horrifies the Chinese 
people into keeping their mouths 
shut, obviously—was what the 
Reds inside China are doing 
with chains to the people of 
China. 

All of the Chinese people are 
constantly bombarded with radio 
demands that they make “‘tsun 
chee,” which in the racketeer 
days in America would have 
been known as “squealing.” 

Contribution to ‘New China.’ 

They are told that they will 
make a great contribution to the 
“new China” if they tell the 
government who was in Chiang 
Kaj-shek’s Kuomintang army be- 
fore the Reds took over; who 
might be an. espionage agent; 
who is holding out on taxes; 


who might be trying to spiug-|, 


gle gold or jewels out of the 
country, or who is planning to 
escape from behind -the Iron 
Curtain into the free world. 

And the Reds offer a grim 
future for those who do not at- 
cept “tsun chee” and keep in- 
formation secret, or who make 
the, Red leaders of China un- 
happy in other ways. 

Even the Communist inter- 
preter, who was with the six 
people from my yacht Kert in a 
private house in Canton for 


seven and a half months, told 
me what the Reds did to what

ary agents.” 

He said — and many, many 
other people in China told me 
the same horrifying thing—that 
when an “agent” is caugtit he 
is. put in chains, heavy iron 
chains, riveted around his ankles. 


His head is forced down with 
ropes, which also secure his 
arms high into the middle of 
his back. A poster detailing his 
“crimes” is fastened to a stick 
tied to his back, and he is 
pataded through the streets of 
the cities which are in need of 
a new reminder of the grim 
realities of life in China today. 


An armed escort of Red army 
men walk with him as he slow- 
ly drags those chains through 
the streets, shifting the heavy 
load with one bleeding ankle, 
pausing, and then shifting the 
other on his long march to 
death. 

Bullet Ends Suffering. 

It usually takes four or five 
days before the man is near 
enough physical death for the 
Reds finally to finish him off 
with a shot through the head. 


Some time last spring the pa- 
pers were full of a story about 
a Nationalist attempt te land 
agents on the banks of the Pearl 
river near Canton. One of the 
17 or 18 men in the raiding 
party, the Red papers said, 
squealed on the others and ar- 
ranged for a Red interception

Squealer Rewarded. 
Ten of the group were killed 


outright, but the “tsun chee” 


artist, the squealer, was given 
7,000, 000 Communist yuan (a lit- 
tle less than $300) and a farm, 
plus great appreciation for his 
patriotism from the Red govern- 
ment. 

For months there was noth- 
ing more in the papers about 
that particular case, and then 
there was a report that the men 
still alive—I think there weré 
eight of them—had been found 
“guilty” of espionage and con- 
demned to death. 

But the Chinese government 
decreed, publicly announced, 
and is today carrying out the 
barbaric, inhuman, degrading 
part of the sentence that so 
shocked me then, and shocks 
me even more now that I have 
returned to the free world. 

Those men today are being 
taken to every city in South 
China to dance their brigadoon 
of death in chains to remind the 
people of China that their fate 
is a deadly one if they resist the 
Reds. 

Every day they are taken to a 
new city—and South 
crowded with cities of 50,000 
people up to more than a million 
—and paraded like beasts, drag- 
ging their heavy chains with 
bleeding ankles, roped, spit 
upon, jeered at, stoned and in- 
sulted by the ‘emotionally un- 
stable or more soundly indoctri-

Urges Setting Up Body 
to Put Into Effect Its 
Own Resolutions on 
Partition. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Oct. 
5 (AP)—Syria proposed today 
that Israel be thrown out of the 
United Nations unless it heeds 
the General Assembly's original 
partition. plan for Palestine. 

Ahmed Shukairt, vice chair- 
mah of the Syrian delegation, 
urged the Assembly to set up a 
new Big Five Palestine commis- 


sion to put into effect its own 
resolutions on the Holy Land. 

“Should Israel, however, fail 
to lend necessary co-operation 
and support to this commission, 
it will have to stand face to face 
before the penalties of the char- 
ter,” he said. “Political and eco- 
nomic sanctions, loss of mem- 
bership are sufficient guaran- 
tees to reduce rebellion into 
obedience.” 

Israel’s Complaint. 

In prospect, probably later 
this week, is a Security Council 
meeting to take up Israel's com- 
plaint over seizure of an Israeli 
ship at the entrance to the Suez 
canal Sept. 28. 

Israel and Egypt also were 
down for policy speeches today 
in continuation of the Assem- 
bly’s general debate. 

A tense and often explosive 
situation has existed along the 
Israeli borders since the 1949 
U.N.-sponsored armistice halted 
the Palestine. war. 

Another Arab country, Iraq, 
spoke earlier in the policy de- 
bate. Iraqi delegate Fadhil al 
Jamali made such a strong at-'| 
tack on Israel that Assembly | 
President Eelco van creed 
reproved him. 

Israe] asked yesterday for an' 
early Security Council meeting | 
on “continued Egyptian inter- 
ference with shipping in the 
Suez Canal,” and particularly 
what it termed the “illegal ar- 
rest and detention” of the 500- 
ton freighter Bat Galim. 

The ship, on way from Eri- 
trea to the Israeli port of Haifa, 
was the first vessel flying the 
Jewish nation’s flag to try to 
run the blockade which Egypt 
has maintained since the Pal- 
estine war on _  Israeli-bound 
shipping through the canal. 

‘Charge by Egypt.’ 

In seizing the ship and ar- 
resting its 10 crew members, | 
Egypt charged the Bat Galim | 
opened fire on two fishing boats | 
in Egyptian waters. The Egyp- 
tians said ene boat sank and | 
two fishermen were lost. 

Israel denied that the ship 
had opened fire. 

The council ordered Egypt in’ 
1951 to remove its bar on the 
shipping to Israel but Egypt re- 
fused to comply, contending it 
was necessary to keep arms 
away from its Jewish enemy. 

The Soviet Union vetoed a 
Security Council resolution last 
March which would have ex- 
pressed “grave concern” at 
Egypt’s failure to end her ship- 
ping bar in accordance with the 
Council’s 1951 resolution.

Looking through PICTURES in 
the Sept. 26 Post-Dispatch, I was 
impressed by the large number of 
services the city would have been 
forced to curtail had the earnings 
tax been defeated. It is indeed for- 
tunate that the money to carry them 
on will be forthcoming. But I am 
sure you will agree that the ma- 
jority of these services are prin- 
cipally for city residents. The coun- 
ty and its communities provide them 
for county people (and city folks 
participate sometimes, too). 


Especially, though, PICTURES 
emphasized the one service that 
county residents particularly need 
from the city; and that is better fa- 
cilities for the movement of traffic. 
Half-wa¥ measures will not suffice. 
No-parking signs, “no-left-turns,” and 
one-way streets are expedients that 
rob Peter to pay Paul. It is new 
facilities that are needed to handle 
the load—the old system can’t take 
care of all the new customers. 


Admittedly, county people con- 
tribute largely to the staggering traf- 
fie problem. Now we will con- 
tribute largely to the funds needed 
for its solution. And though we 
cannot vote in the city to empha- 
size our needs, we can rightly expect 
the city to push diligently for a real 
answer to them. 


The Post-Dispatch is to be com- 
mended for its vigorous campaign 
in favor of the earnings tax. You 
are also to be congratulated, since 
the victory was, to a great extent, of 
your making. But please don’t for- 
get the campaign promises. “Victory 
will lead to better trafficways.” Now 
we hope you will campaign just as 
vigoreusly to see. that a just share 
of the money is spent on the needs 
of the non-voting contributors.

Four weeks before the congressional election, 
The New York Times reports a state-by-state 
survey which forecasts a narrowly divided Sen- 
ate next January. The Times finds that the Re- 
publicans lead in two states which have Demo- 
cratic Senators up for election and that the 
Democrats lead in four states with Republican 
seats at stake. : 

Since the appointment of a Republican to suc- 
ceed the late Democratic Senator Pat McCarran 
of Nevada, the lineup is 49 Republicans, 46 
Democrats and 1 Independent. Should The 
Times's report be confirmed at the polls, Nov. 
2, the division would be 48 Democrats, 47 Re- 
publicans and 1 Independent (Morse, who has 
said he will vote for the Democrats to organize). 

One of the four states in which Republican 
Senate seats may go to Democrats is Kentucky 
where Senator John Sherman Cooper is opposed 
by the “come-back” candidacy of Alben W. 
Barkley. Mr. Barkley was a veteran Senator at 
the time of his nomination and election as Vice 
President in 1948. 

In some respects the chief difference between 
Senator Cooper and the former Vice President is 
in their ages. Mr. Barkley is 76; Senator Cooper 
is 53. Both are exceptionally able. Both are men 
of integrity. Both are progressive and construc- 
tive. Both have made their mark in the Senate, 
and in each case that mark reflects the man’s 
independence and strength of character.

Senator Cooper is poles away from his Old 
Guard Republican colleagues—the Brickers, Jen- 
ners, McCarthys and Welkers. He supported the 
Marshall plan. He was one of the hardest, most 
persistent workers for decent legislation on the 
displaced persons question in the G.O.P.-con- 
trolled Eightieth Congress. He has backed for- 
eign aid as a necessary investment in the free 
world. He has supported housing and other wel- 
fare measures. 

John Sherman Cooper has never waited for 
anyone to tell him how to vote. He has a mind 
of his own and he is in full charge of his con- 
science. When Republican Senator Flanders of 
Vermont introduced his first anti-McCarthy reso- 
lution last June (to strip the Wisconsin dema- 
gogue of his chairmanships? the silence could 
be heard practically around the world. Except 
for Senator Cooper. He spoke up at once in sup- 
port of Senator Flanders. He said: 


It is whether 
the Senate will take steps to correct an abuse 
of the investigatory power by a committee 
a That is also an abuse of the Senate 
itself. 


When the Senate approved the reduction of 
the Army from 19 to 17 divisions, Senator Cooper 
was the only Republican who voted against the 
cut. When the White House decided against 
matching funds to help states and cities finance 
new schools in critical areas, Senator Cooper 
introduced his own bill calling for annual grants 
of $250,000,000. He said he hoped the Eisen- 
hower Administration would “come around to 
seeing the need.” 

* * * 

When President Eisenhower sent his Dixon- 
Yates power directive to the Atomic Energy 
Commission, Senator Cooper was not long in 
putting himself in flat opposition to the execu- 
tive instruction. He read the order, studied the 
situation and came to the conclusion that the 
President's act was illegal. Then he said so 
publicly. 

When the Democrats and Republicans under- 
took to outdo each other in the passage of anti- 
Communist legislation near the close of the re- 
cent session, it was Senator Cooper who pro- 
posed and obtained the passage of an amendment 
requiring evidence of an overt act of subversion. 
Senator Cooper soundly took the stand that

guarantees of freedom of speech and thought. 

It is clear from this record that John Sherman 
Cooper is one of the best men in Congress re- 
gardless of party. If it is regrettable that either 
he or Alben Barkley must lose Nov. 2, it is 


gratifying that the people of Kentucky can 


choose between two outstandingly good men. 
Do folks over in the Bluegrass State want a 
neighbor’s view? If so it is this: the Republicans 
probably will have much more need of John 
Sherman Cooper’s wisdom and courage in the 
next Congress than the Democrats will have for 
the much-esteemed, much-admired Veep who al- 
ready has gathered a generous collection of po- 
litical honors. The country can use either.

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Where They Can Use Atomic Energy 
The United States plan for world co-operation 
in peaceful use of atomic energy is arousing 
much interest in South America. Robert Le- 
Baron, until recently the Defense Department's 
assistant for nuclear affairs and liaison officer 
with the Atomic Energy Commission, has been 
in South America for several weeks now as Pres- 
ident Eisenhower's special envoy explaining the 
advantages of peaceful atomic energy. 

The Organization of American States, which 
began a study of the atomic peace plan at its 
Caracas meeting in Mareh, is expected to fea- 
ture the plan at its inseting next month in Rio 
de Janeiro where Secretary of the Treasury 
Humphrey will be one ofthe principal speakers. 
Since South America’s Yack of coal has ham- 
pered its industrial Wevelopment for years, and 
because rainfall over Many large areas is inade- 
quate for electrical power development, the use 
of nuclear reactors would be of great benefit. 

If the Eisenhower atomic peace plan can be 
put into effect, the United States will find that 
it has really won some friends among its neigh- 
bors to the south. q< 
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While Brazil Waits 

This week's election In Brazil, second largest 
nation of the New World, was calm but compli- 
cated. No violence was reported. But the criss- 
crossing of parties following the suicide of the 
late President Getulio Vargas makes the count- 
ing of ballots difficult. Full returns are not ex- 
pected for about two weeks. ; 
’ President Jao Cafe Filho’s new government 
faces a considerable challenge, partly leftist and 
entirely emotional. After Vargasis dramatic death 
and suicide note, it was impossible to form a 
coalition government. Communists, led anti- 
United States riots. Vargas’s own Labor party, 
dedicated to sweeping promises to the people 
which were scarcely fulfilled, broke with Presi- 
dent Cafe. | 

In the rush of re-alignments, center and right- 
wing groups supported the new President against 
many of the old Vargas leaders, plus the Com- 
munists. This was a strange outcome because 
Vargas in life had proved one of the firmest 
friends of the United States, but in death his 
name was used to raise the old cry of “Yankee 
imperialism.” | } 


The exact influence of the Communists in Bra- 


zil is one question which the elections will not 
solve. Outlawed, they could not campaign as 
Communists, and would not have won if they 


had. But nobody doubts that they did campaign 
under other labels—an arrangement permitted 
them for years in evident return for a lack of 
major disturbances. 

Now Rio de Janeiro hears that the Cafe gov- 
ernment will resign if the oppositi®n wins con- 
trol of Congress. Such an outcome would cer- 
tainly make the President’s position as difficult 
as could be, But a quick resignation might 
plunge the nation into another crisis. Certainly 
it would hinder the restoration of constitutional 
processes. For the free and peaceful election was 
a credit to the Cafe regime, and a victory for 
Brazil. : 
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Confusion on Disarmament 
Does the United States have a split personall- 

ty on the subject of atomic divarmament? 
The question is likely to be asked by those 
who compare the comments of Gen. Alfred M. 
Gruenther on the newest Soviet disarmament 


proposals with the position on disarmament here- | 


tofore taken by the nation’s responsible diplo- 
matic officials. 

Gen. Gruenther, supreme allied commander 
in Europe and one of President Eisenhower's 
most trusted advisers, is quoted as saying on 
his weekend visit to the President that accept- 
ance of the Soviet plan would put the West in 
the position of the French at Dien Bien Phu— 
overwhelmed by Communist manpower. 

This might be true if the West accepted 
atomic disarmament without simultaneous con- 
trols on conventional arms. But the distinctive 
thing about the new Soviet proposals is that 
for the first time—on paper at least—they lump 
atomic and conventional disarmament together, 
as the United States has been insisting should 
be done all along. 

No doubt it can be argued that atomic dis- 
armament would work against American inter- 
ests in any circumstances, in that it would strip 
us of the only weapons which balance Soviet 
military power and deter Communist aggression. 
But whether this is right or wrong, our Gov- 
ernment has been taking a decidedly different 
attitude. We have been saying, not that atomic 
disarmament was unthinkable, but that under 
proper safeguards and conditions it is necessary. 

Who speaks for the United States? Is our 
Government’s policy for disarmament, as our dip- 
lomats say in the United Nations, or against it, 
as Gen. Gruenther seemed to say at Denver? 

The new Soviet plan has plenty of obscurities 
which need to be clgared up, but Allied diplo- 
mats agree that it represents a step forward. 
Ambassador Lodge said it apparently indicated 
a change in the Soviet attitude toward two 
principles which the United States has advo- 
cated for years—a unified approach to atomic 
and conventional disarmament, and effective in- 
ternational inspection. 

But if we understand Gen. Gruenther correct- 
ly, he is arguing that atomic disarmament would 
be a bad deal for the West even under those 
conditions. Does President Eisenhower agree? If 
so, then further disarmament negotiations in 
the U.N. would seem to be futile. If not, the 
American attitude should be clarified.

Baltimore and Washington are now experi- 
encing public protests against racial integration 
in the public schools. We suspect that these 
demonstrations are just as carefully organized, 
and just_as far from “spontaneous” as those 
which succeeded in forcing Milford, Del., to re- 
vert to segregation in its high school. 

In that community the principal organizer of 
the “revolt” was an outfit called the “National 
Association for the Advancement of White Peo- 
ple,” headed by one Bryant W. Bowles. After 
what he called his “victory” in Milford, Bowles 
crowed, “This is only the beginning.” 

That he represents an active minority rather: 
than the true community feeling of Delaware 
is suggested by the fact that while Milford was 
going through its turmoil, racial integration was 
moving along smidothly and successfully in Dela- 
ware’s two other counties, New Castle and Kent. 
In Wilmington, the state’s largest city, more 
than 600 Negroes are attending elementary 
schools that were classified as white last year— 
without incident. 

Thus it: is not Delaware, but a fractional or- 
ganized minority of Delaware citizens, that is 
defying the United States Supreme Court's de- 
cision that racial segregation violates the United 
States Constitution. And so it is, we are confi- 
dent, in Baltimore and Washington. The great 
majority of Americans believe in obeying the 
law, and in settling legal disputes in the courts 


rather than by the brute power of public dem- © 


onstrations, student “strikes,” parent picketing, 
and the like. 

How can the peaceable majority prevail over 
the violent minority? There is plenty of evidence 
that it can prevail if public officials will take 
a firm stand for orderly processes, and if the 
leaders of the majority will speak out plainly. 

Vice President Nixon deserves the warmest 
praise for going into Delaware at the height of 
the Milford dispute last week and making 
an eloquent appeal for the end of racial discrim- 
ination. He speaks, we are confident, for the 
majority of .decent Americans. That majority 
must take its stand for decency and for law, so 
clearly that the lawless minority cannot prevail. 
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Let’s Be Sure 


The possibility that St. Louis might be able to 


finance a $100,000,000 bond issue for public im- 
provements without asking for another penny in 
increased taxes is about to be examined in de- 
tail at City Hall. 

If such a happy development proves feasible, 
it would be good news—eztremely good news. It 
would mean that St. Louis could move ahead at 
a gallop. But municipal finance is an extremely 
tricky field. And before St. Louisans turn loose 
with any wild cheers they would be prudent to 
await word from the experts. 

For one thing, a great deal will depend upon 
how much additional revenue will be produced 
by the earnings tax once a tightened collection 
procedure is created. This certainly should be 
attended to at once; the existence of a free 
rider is a loss to the city treasury and a slap in 
the face to those who pay the tax. 

For another thing, the uncertain field of fu- 
ture expenditures will have to be carefully can- 
vassed. The policemen, for example, are’ almost 
sure to be granted a substantial and long over- 
due pay rise by the Missouri Legislature. St. 
Louis will have to foot the bill. There may be 
other demands on earnings tax revenue. More- 
over the proposed borrowing schedule, rates of 
interest and other such factors also will have to 
ed in detail.

Case, was the true object of their affec- 
tions; and that if this “discredited” 
group ever got control of the party “it 
ome cease to exist as a major political 
orce.” 


With these few words Mr. Case aban- 
doned his attitude of patient resigna- 
tion in the face of intensifying attacks 
on his candidacy by a small but noisy 
clique within his own party. Up to now 
a great deal of time had been devoted, 
many Case managers think too much, to 
a futile attempt to placate the dissidents 
who are out to settle old political scores 
and “restore” the Republican party with 
a hatchet. 

Mr. Case ended all attempts at ap- 
peasement. His first statement ad:+ 
dressed to the party Victorians, how- 
ever, could be his last. Party managers 
have concluded that the real opposition 
comes from a rejuvenated Democratic 
party whieh controls the State House 
and its patronage, and not from Fred 
Hartley who is credited with controlling 
nothing except, possibly, his committee 
of five or six. 

For whatever it may be worth, the 
anti-Case campaign has served another 
purpose. It has focused attention on 
Mr. Case’s candidacy almost to the ex- 
clusion of his Democratic opponent, Mr. 
Howell, who is, of course, the immediate 
beneficiary of the grand old bayonet 


squad.

Hatfields and McCoys mighty noisy 
competition. No matter how much he 
goes about calling for bold, imaginative 
leadership, discussing foreign policy, de- 
manding an expanding economy or 
boosting a code of campaign ethics, it’s 
hard to be heard above the feuding and 
fighting across the street.

Dirksen whose presence, personality and 
policies ought to go far toward stinu- 
lating the enthusiasm of Dewey fans, if 


any. 

Most Republican leaders would trade 
all the visiting delegates and throw in 
the Cleveland pitching staff, for one 
glimpse of Dwight D. Eisenhower cross- 
ing the Delaware from Denver, Wash- 
ington, Walla Walla and Los Angeles. 

But try as it may, the management 
hasn’t been able to find a dam in the 
state that needs dedicating, or a corner- 
stone to be laid.

Between Book Ends 


Out of This World 


LOST ISLAND, by Graham Mcinnes. (Werld Pub- 
lishing Company, 254 pgs., $2.75) 

The sub-title of this slight work is “A 
novel of love and adventure.” To fore- 
stall disappointment, it must be said 
at once that it contains rather more of 
the ‘second than the first, and not 
enough of either. Briefly, it is the story 
of Francis Ryan, Canadian meteorolo- 
gist on duty with the United States 
Navy in the Pacific during World War 
II. He goes down in a B77 bomber 
somewhere between Easter Island and 
the Chilean-owned rocks of Sala-y-go- 
mez. What happens when he survives 
the crash and begins a second life in a 
tropical paradise is told vividly, some- 
times poetically, always lovingly. 

Indeed, it is quite plain that the au- 
thor has long cherished the common 
dream of men for another, idyllic world, 
where fruit drops ripe in the hand and 
the elixir of youth may be drunk from a 
spring. The reader is only too happy to 
accept the wonders of the caldera as 
McInnes describes it, orchid-carpeted, 
bursting with trees and shrubs, span- 
gled with brilliant blooms. “And as the 
color assaulted the eyes, so the singing 
and chirping of many birds possessed 
the ears, while scents both powerful 
and delicate were wafted through the 
air. Outside was the bleak fire-scorched 
world of the great crater; but here in 
this secret paradise all was damp and 
green and warm.” In such a setting, the 
reader is ready likewise to accept the 
other two on the island, bizarre and 
exotic as their surroundings. It is doubt- 
ful, however, that Margaret Eckford will 
quite measure yp for Jane Russell fans. 

Most of the surprises in the tale— 
and there are several—one accepts, too, 
since this is obviously a place for mar- 
vels. The author has dressed up his 
idyll needlessly and a little ridiculously 
with historical fancies, (including maps 
for end papers and a citation from Hak- 
luyt), and his ending is beyond plausi- 
bility. But, then, this is adventure. It is 
even fantasy. Either makes good reading 
for a long evening. | 


To point up Francis Ryan’s beautiful, 
blissful life on Elizabeth Island, the 
writer gives us from time to time re- 
ports on the cheap affairs of Ruth Ryan, 
a tramp once his wife, back in Honolulu. 
This is not the Honolulu of bougainvillea 
and soft tropical fragrances, but honky- 
tonk Honolulu of the Aloha Tower, Wai- 
kiki’s skyscrapers, and the little fac- 
tories where they make leis for tourists. 
Small wonder Francis cannot persuade 
his lovely Margaret*to return to enjoy 
the gifts of HIS civilization: he himself 
doubts their value. This conflict, which 
should have been better developed since 
it rushes the reader on to the 
rises between the lovers when they are 
threatened with rescue — that dread 
eventuality for the happy castaway. 

This book is written for romantics; 
the author’s one-line envoi says so. He 
concludes rather wistfully: “But to 
those who believe in them, all islands 
are immortal.”

\CYCLOTRON USED 
FIRST TIME ON 
BRAIN CANCER 


NEW YORK, Oct. 5 (AP)— 
R. Adm. Lewis L. Strauss, chair- 
man of the United States Atomic 
Energy Commission, disclosed 
that protons have been fired 
from a massive cyclotron into 
the brain of a patient with ad- 
vanced cancer. Outcome of the 
treatment is still unknown.

The test proves that human 
patients can be treated by cyclo- 
tron beam, Strauss said. Thus 
far only animals have been sub- 
jected to the intense radiation 
from Atomic acceleration. 

Strauss spoke at a dinner 
opening the 1954 fund drive of 
the United Hospital Fund at the 
Plaza Hotel here. He said the 
bold test was conducted at the 
University of California labora- 
tory in Berkeley, Calif., under 


Lawrence. 

Strauss described it as con- 
sisting of shooting a stream of 
protons into the human brain 
in an attempt to depress the 
outpourings of the pituitary 
gland. The protons are posi- 
tively charged hydrogen nuclei 
produced by the cyclotron. The 
pituitary gland, the most -im- 
portant gland of internal secre- 
tion, controls the sex glands. In 
cases of advanced cancer, treat- 
ment with sex hormones has 
brought positive results.

CITED FOR CONTEMPT 
IN PUERTO RICAN CASE 


Defendant in Sedition Trial 
Won't Say Where He 
Got Pistols. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 5 (AP)—A 
Puerto Rican Nationalist, already 
under a 50-to-75 year sentence 
for the March 1 shooting in 


Congress, has been cited for 
contempt of court for refusing 
to say where he got two pistols 
used there. 

Rafael Cancel Miranda, now 
on trial for sedition conspiracy, 
was asked yesterday from whom 
he bought the pistols. He re- 
plied: 

“Due to my moral principles, 
I am not disposed or willing to 
mention his name.” 

United States District Judge 
Lawrence E. Walsh declared the 
witness in contempt of court 
and told him: 

“I regard this of the utmost 
importance and severity. I con- 
sider this not only an affront 
to the dignity of the court, but 
to the very core of our judicial 
system.” 

The judge fixed no penalty 
against the witness, giving him 
a chance to clear himself by 
answering the question. 

Cancel Miranda is one of 13 
Puerto Ricans being tried on 
the federal seditious conspiracy 
charges. Among the 13 are the 
other three. who took part in 
the Washington shooting in 
which five Congressmen were 
hit.

JANSEN, NOW 
A COACH, TO 
REPORT BACK 
AS APITCHER 


NEW YORK, Oct. 5 (UP) — 
The World Champion New York 
Giants have postponed “concrete 
talks” about possible deals for 


at least a month, but believe 
they'll be stronger on opening 
day, 1955, than the team which 
swept four straight from the 
Cleveland Indians in the world 
series. 


That’s the official club policy 
as outlined today by Chub Fee- 
ney, the Giants’ aggressive, 
young vice president, who pre- 
dicted a year ago at this time 
that Willie Mays -would be a 
contender for the National 
League batting title. 

“I just hope I’m as right about 
the team in 1955 as I was about 
Willie,in 1954,” Feeney quipped. 
“But I see no reason why this 
team can’t be expected to get 
better. 

“We feel the team is basically 
a young one,” Feeney continued. 
“Willie and Johnny Antonelli 
are around 24 years old and Al 
Dark and Wes Westrum are only 
32. The other regulars are un- 
der 30, except Monte Irvin.” 


Leo to Attend Dinner. 

Feeney said the Giants had no 
intentions of “standing pat over 
the winter” but that no definite 
plans would be made until Man- 
ager Leo Durocher:and the front 
office confer later this year. 
The conference is expected to 
take place in early December 
when Durocher flies East to at- 
tend the annual dinner of the 
New York Baseball Writers’ As- 
sociation. 

Top priority in strengthening 
the club is expected to go to- 
ward obtaining a front-line 
pitcher and perhaps an out- 
fielder capable of playing regu- 
larly if 34-year-old Irvin fails to 
come through. Irvin batted only 
.262 this year and will be a def- 
inite question mark next spring. 

Feeney, however, is not con- 
vinced that the Giants don’t 
have the added starting pitcher 
they want right on the squad in 
the person of Righthander Al 
Worthington. Worthington has 
been a complete disappointment 
since breaking into the majors 
with two successive shutouts in 
1953, but the Giants believe he 
can develop into’ a front-line 
pitcher. , 

“I think he can win 15 games 
for the Giants next year,” 
Feeney said. “He’s young and 
he’s got a strong arm. He's 
pitched. well in flashes and 
there’s a good chance We can de 
it over the long haul if given a 
chance, 

“Leo isn’t counting out 
Worthington either,” Feeney 
continued. “In fact, he feels 
pretty much the same way about 
Al as I do.” 

Coach to Report as Pitcher. 

Feeney also insisted that the 
Giants might have a “sleeper” 
in Larry Jansen, the 34-year-old 
righthander who became a coach 
in mid-season. Jansen will re- 
port to the Giants’ spring base 
at Phoenix, Ariz., next year as 
a member of Leo’s pitching 
staff. 

“Obviously we cannot rely 
upon a comeback by Larry to 
round out our pitching staff,” 
Feeney conceded. “But it’s a 
possibility that can’t be over- 
looked. 

“Veteran pitchers have an un- 
usual way of bouncing back 
after more or less taking a year 
off,” he explained. “Such pitch- 
ae as Fred Fitzsimmons, Johnny 

ain and Dolph Luque did it 
after apparently being washed 
up, $0 it’s quite possible Jansen 
can do it.” 

Jansen won 21 games in 1947 
and 23 in 1951 but he had an 
11-16 mark in 1953. and failed 
to win a game this year before 
he was made a coach.

Stage-Frightened Véisitor 


Cartoonist Lichty 
Grins and Bears It

EORGE LICHTY beetles his brow, stares at 
(| the ceiling and makes what appears to be an 

elaborate effort to think of something inter- 
esting to say about himself. ‘I’m sorry,” he says 
finally, “but there's 
just nothing new to 
write about me.” 
Whereupon he 
starts gathering up 
his bundles as 
though there’s no 
use going on with 
the thing. 

Lichty has been 
using this technique 
for years. But if‘he 
isn’t allowed to get 
away with it, he 
will quickly subside 
and submit to an 
y fig interview, even 
3° a though he does it 

GEORGE LICHTY with the air of a 


man who is trapped and looking for an avenue 
of escape. 

It isn’t that Lichty, whose unexpurgated name 
is George Maurice Lichtenstein, has a Garbo 
complex. It’s just that the creator of “Grin and 
Bear It” suffers from an exaggerated form of 
stage fright. The world, he insists,éerrifies him. 

For years he suffered only from interviews. 
Now he has been subjected to a new and even 
more terrifying experience—public appearances. 
“It reduces me,” he says, “to a mass of jelly.” 

x * 

HIS REDUCTION to a mass of jelly came 
about as a result of the publication of a book of 
his cartoons. His syndicate and the publisher 
prevailed on him to make a tour of the country 
and visit some of the larger cities where his car- 
toons appear. In a weak moment, he agreed. 

He saw his mistake when he got to Philadel- 
phia and was guest of honor and speaker at the 
Poor Richard Club. “I had stage fright so bad,” 
he insists, “that I completely blacked out. They 
tell me I made a very creditable talk, but I don’t 
remember a word I said. In fact, it would be 
interesting to know what I did say.” 

His next terrifying experience came in New 
York when he was a guest on the Steve Allen 
show. “I’d appeared on local TV shows,” he 
explained, “but never on a national hookup. | I 
began to go to pieces on the way to the studio. 
They sat me down backstage, and the place was 
filled with wires and lights and people scream- 
ing—it reminded me of a battlefield. I had to 
sit backstage for two and a half hours before I 
went on; with nothing to do but think about 
how scared I was. 

“When I finally found myself in front of the 
camera, I was a mass of jelly again. I don’t 
know what I said.”’

THE TOUR BROUGHT LICHTY to St. Louis 
yesterday, but by the time he arrived here, he 
said, he was calmed down considerably, or just 
benumbed. He didn’t know which. His schedule 
here was rather typical of most of his tour. He 
appeared on the Playhouse Party radio show on 
KSD at 12:15 p.m., went to John J. Cochran 
Veterans Hospital at 2:30 p.m., where he gave a 
chalk talk to the patients, and then at 4 p.m. 
appeared on KSD-TV on the Russ David Show. 

They wanted him to stay out a month, he says, 
but he cut it down to three weeks. He is now, 
he says with a sigh of, relief, on the home 
stretch. After St. Louis there was only Kansas 
City and Denver and then he would be back in 
San Francisco where he would indulge in his 
favorite hobby, which is sitting under an apple 
tree on his farm, figuring out how to market 
frozen applejacksickles.

LICHTY, WHOSE WORK appears in more 
than 250 newspapers with a cOmbined circula- 
tion of more than 16,000,000, is a man of me- 
dium height and inconspicuous appearance who 
wears a crew cut, horn-rimmed glasses and a 
humorous (if slightly cynical) gleam in his eye. 
His father, a Chicago house painter, discovered 
his genius when the boy scrawled his first pic- 
tures on the walls of their home. They bought 
him an adequate supply of crayons and drawing 
paper. When he was 16, an automobile dealer 
gave him $5 for a cartoon to use in an ad. 

“From then on, ] was lost to honest occupa- 
tion,” says Lichty. His first newspaper job was 
with the Chicago Times, and his first comic 
strip was called “Sammy Squirt.” It lasted a 
year. 

After a little casting about and deep reflec- 
tion, he turned out his first “Grin and Bear It” 
cartoons. The Times didn’t think too much of 
them,:but a syndicate did. Today his readers 
run in the millions. He gets letters from pro- 
fessors and senators and clerks and laborers. 
He also gets them from women’s clubs, often 
with pictures inclosed to prove that not all 
members are the dowdy figures he portrays. 

=x x 

HIS STYLE, with its ability to portray and 
carricature familiar types with seemingly care- 
less strokes, is not altogether intentional, Lichty 
admits. It’s mostly the result of haste. 

“You see, I'm a deadline fighter. I fool 
around and visit with the boys in the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle, and drink coffee, until I have 
a matter of minutes to do a cartoon. Sometimes 
it’s a matter of seconds. I actually have a stop 
watch to time myself with. My cartoon is 
usually on the last possible plane out of San 
Francisco.” 

Lichty pauses again and makes another effort 
to think of something interesting about himself. 
He hates to dwell on his life story, so he con- 
denses it into what he calls his vital statistics: 
“I’m married and have one wife and two daugh- 
ters and one mortgage and one mother-in-law 
in that affectionate order. I’ve won many 
prizes, including the Chicago Times turkey raffle 
in 1937. Hobbies, collecting jowls and dew- 
laps.”

until it died of exhaustion. Armed with twigs they had 
picked up under the oak trees, they prodded the toad

I read about a child 
who looked at a picture of 
appalling carnage in the 
Roman arena, and burst 
into tears because there 
was one poor lion who 
didn't have a Christian. 
When my mother, who 
was very “modern” in her 
day, used to tell me the 
story of Little Red Riding Hood, she omitted the more 
sinister and macabre details for the sake of my tender little 
mind. She needn't have bothered. Whether the wolf ate 
the little girl or the little girl ate the wolf didn’t matter. 
I could stand a lot of gore in those days. 


T HREE little girls in a dark basement tormented a toad 


DEAN STARBIRD 
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NURSERY RHYMES were pretty violent. There was a 
maid whose nose was snipped off by a blackbird, and an 
old man who was seized by the left leg and thrown down 
the stairs because he would not say his prayers. 

In Aesop's fables the lamb usually got the worst of it. 
My picture books were full of giants and witches whose 
intentions I had every reason to suspect, not to mention 
wicked stepmothers and jealous sisters and bad little girls 
who spit spiders and snakes out of their mouths. 

To top it all off we had a huge volume of drawings by 
Gustave Dore illustrating Dante and Cervantes. I knew it 
by heart. And at that point I did weaken and pamper 
myself. I knew when a particularly dreadful picture was 
coming and would manage to turn two pages at once. 

Somebody suggested that all this was a necessary prep- 
aration for the appreciation of William Faulkner. 
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MY BROTHER HENRI reminded me in a recent letter 
of the sort of stories he devoured as a child. “The books 
we read were full of killings but they did not make us 
morbid. G. A. Henty had his young heroes killing dozens 
of bad guys who were only bad because they happened to 
be on the other side. Think of how callous D’Artagnan 
is in ‘The Three Musketeers.’ How about the novels of the 
Civil War and of Indian fighters on the plains?” 

It was my brother’s purpose to defend the Scturday 
afternoon television shows which I had dared toecriticize. 
He insisted that all the shooting was no more important 
than hitting home runs in a baseball game. It was at that 
point that I began rummaging around in my early memories 
and found many which were unpleasant and sadistic. 
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I CANNOT leave it there. The little monsters have to 
be civilized. It is the duty of parents and teachers to 
awaken the imagination, to still the sensitivity. After that 
tenderness and pity and respect for animal] life can be 
taught. 

It is very important that a child be helped to develop 
feeling. If he is insensitive and brutal to animals, he will 
grow up to be a frozen and heartless adult. “Disrespect 
of the sanctities of physical life in one sphere bears the 
fruit in other and higher spheres.” 

All the latent warmth of a child’s heart must be drawn 
out gently and patiently, without haste, without rebuke, 
without forcing. It is wrong to expect too much of him 
too soon, wrong to demand adult attitudes and complicated 
emotions. But he is capable of gentleness and pity at a 
very early age, and will learn it best by example. 


Delinquent Parents 
By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


T has become popular to blame the parents of delinquent 
J vounesters and, when carried to ridiculous extremes, to 

advocate prompt jailing, public whipping, disenfranchise- 
ment or revocation of their drivers’ licenses. All of this 
sounds like last straw suggestions from baffled and frus- 
trated seekers after a solution to juvenile delinquency. 

There is no doubt that incompetent parents, unhappy 
and broken homes and other factors for which parents 
are responsible play a big part in the problem, but there 
is no quick and easy way to remedy this. 

Some time ago I published a letter from a woman who 
thought juvenile delinquency might be prevented if the 
parents of all delinquents were sent to jail. I pointed out 
reasons why this should not be expected to work success- 
fully. 

i 

“I AGREE WITH YOU,” Mrs. I now writes, “but it 
might be worthwhile sentencing them to a class in parent 
education, if we don’t sentence them to jail. In our city, 
automobile drivers who get into trouble are sentenced 
to attend a class in safe driving. Instructors, books, and 
motion pictures teach them what they ought to know, so 
they won’t make the same mistakes again. That’s more in- 
telligent than sending them to jail. Why not give parents 
of juvenile delinquents the same treatment?” 

Sounds reasonable, Mrs. I., but it was tried in many 
cities, some years past, and given up everywhere. Some- 
times it did no good, sometimes it did more harm than 
good. Sometimes it never had a fair trial, because it 
was taken over by local politiciang who insisted they could 
talk to these parents in their own language, and who sim- 
ply bored them with speeches (“I was a poor boy once” 
,., “Motherhood is a sacred thing.” . .”. “There is no more 
beautiful word in the English language than Home,” etc.. 

No one class can be at the level of the many differ- 
ent kinds of parents involved, some of whom are well 
educated, others almost illiterate and hardly understand- 
ing English. 

Qualified téachers are not easy to find. 

Being publicly branded as incompetent, by being “sen: 
tenced” to this school, they often became more vindictive 
toward their children, or toward each other. 

The classes were so large that no real teaching was 
possible, anyway. 
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THERE HAVE BEEN some successful experiments 
with small groups—not more than eight or 10—fathers and 
mothers, all of whom had similar backgrounds, and under 
highly skilled leadership. But the results will certainly 
be better if parents attend such a class because they want 
to, instead of coming because a policeman herds them in. 

Classes of this kind, widely tried out after World 
War II, have been abandoned everywhere, so far as I 
know, and no one regrets their disappearance. It’s time 
for us now to give people much more help before and 
after they marry, to understand themselves, their marriages, 
and their children. Couples who are happily married sel- 
dom let their offspring get into juvenile courts.

Beef Bargains 
By Edith M. Barber 


HROUGHOUT October, and 

probably through November, 

all markets will be featuring 
beef. You will really find some 
bargains among the cuts suitable 
for post roasting and for grind- 
ing. The beef will be from 
light animals which were not 
specially fattened to produce 
prime quality meat for oven 
roasting and broiling. 

The Meat Industry and the 
United Fresh Fruit and Vege- 
table Association are co-operat- 
ing with the cattlemen in order 
to sell their products. Sugges- 
tions for combining meat and 
vegetables in savory fashion 
will be furnished in the form 
of recipes. Nothing can be bet- 
ter than a pot roast or a stew 
when properly prepared and 
seasoned with ingenuity. 

One of the most interesting 
combinations of this kind is 
Sauerbraten. For this, the beef 
is allowed to soak 24 hours in 
well-spiced vinegar which both 
makes the meat tender and pro- 
vides a delicious subtle flavor 
especially noticeable in the 
gravy, for which the spicy liquid 
is used 

Another good recipe for light 
beef is for Swiss steak. This 
calls for pounding the meat well 
before it is cooked for a long 
time in a small amount of liquid. 


Sauerbraten Stew. 


Two pounds beef stew meat, 
one cup vinegar, two cups water, 
one bay leaf, six cloves, six pep- 
percorns, three teaspoons salt, 
one medium union, sliced; one- 
half cup flour, one-half teaspoon 
black pepper, one-fourth cup 
shortening, two cups boiling wa- 
ter, six carrots, six medium po- 
tatoes, six whole onions, one cup 
fresh peas or snap beans. 

Combine vinegar, water, bay 
leaf, cloves, peppercorns and one 
teaspoon salt and heat to boil- 
ing. Pour over meat in bowl 
and cool. Let marinate in re- 
frigerator for 24 hours. Drain, 
reserving liquid. ' 

Dredge meat in flour mixed 
with two teaspoons salt and pep- 
per. Brown in shortening. Add 
vinegar mixture and water, cov- 
er and simmer until meat is ten- 
der, one and one-half to two 
hours. Add vegetables, cut in 

quarters if desired, or left whole, 
30 minutes before meat is ten- 
der. Thicken with one-fourth 
cup flour mixed with one-third 
cup water. Yield: Eight to 10 
servings. 


Savory Swiss Steak. 


Ingredients: Three-fourths cup 
flour, two pounds round steak, 
one inch thick; four medium- 
sized onions, two tablespoons 
fat, one teaspoon dry mustard, 
two teaspoons salt, one-fourth 
teaspoon pepper, one clove gar- 
lic, finely chopped; one-half cup 
water, one-half cup chili sauce 
or cooked tomatoes. 


Pound flour into steak with 
meat hammer or edge of heavy 
saucer. Slice onions and saute 
in hot fat in skillet. Remove 
from pan. Brown steak on 
both sides in remaining fat. 
Cover with onions. Add mus- 
tard, salt, pepper, garlic, water 
and chili sauce or tomatoes. 


Cover and cook over low heat °

“Case Hardened.” 


HEN William H. Prescott, 

an American historian writ- 

ing in the last century, re- 
ferred to a man “who, cased 
in steel, had passed whole days 
and nights in the saddle,” he 
touched indirectly on the basis 
for this expression, about which 
one of our readers inquires. 


The person called “case hard- 
ened” is alluded to as one from 
whom no sympathy or aid is 
to be expected, one with whom 
it is useless to plead or argue. 
He is defined as being impervi- 
ous to emotion, sometimes to a 
sense of honor, or shame. 


Thus he is compared to im- 
penetrable substances—sub- 
stances admitting of no way 
through them. So the case hard- 
ened person is seen as impen- 
etrable by any appeal. And the 
case here is a sheath or wrap- 
ping, a casing in the sense of 
protective covering. 

The case-hardened person is 
one armored against feeling. 
And the allusion seems to be 
to iron hardened by carbonizing 
the surface, a heating process 
said to have involved contact 
with charcoal in a case, or 
closed box.

Secrets of Charm 
Correspondence Pointers 
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O receive a letter, write a 

letter. Or, better yet, write 

when you feel the urge. It is 
appropriate to mention corre- 
spondence now, because this is 
National Letter Writing Week. 

There are the letters you must 
write and the letters you just 
plain enjoy writing. There’s no 
better way to link one with far- 
away friends and family than the 
written word that carries your 
personality with it. 

When penning personal lIet- 
ters, it’s nice to know what's 
preferred by letter-writing au- 
thorities. For example, do you 
know where the dateline should 
appear? On semi-business let- 
ters place it above the letter and 
slightly to the right. On in- 
formal letters add the date—or 
the day of the week—after the 
letter, in the lower left-hand 
corner.

DO YOU KNOW where the 
address belongs’ In a social let- 
ter the receiver’s address ap- 
pears only on the envelope. In 
semi - business correspondence, 
the address is written at the end 
in the lower left-hand corner; in 
a business letter, it belongs 
above the salutation. 

Do you type social correspon- 
dence? Nowadays it is quite cor- 
rect. In fact, you may even go 
further, and personalize them 
with colored typewriter ribbon 
and tinted paper. The pairings 
of colors should be tasteful, of 
course. 

The quality of the paper you 
use bespeaks the quality of the 
Good letter paper costs 
no more than the stamp for its 
mailing, and it creates a favor- 


able impression. A letter of ap- 
plication, for example, can by its 
appearance, as well as its phras- 
ing, qualify or disqualify you for 
a job. Similarly, both appear- 
ance and content make the social 
letter a joy or a disappointment. 
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SELECT the size of paper that 
shows off your handwriting to 
advantage (as well as one appro- 
priate for the note or letter you 
wish to write). If your hand- 
writing is large, use paper gen- 
erous enough to provide suffi- 
cient margin at the top, bottom, 
and sides of each page. This 
makes your letter easy to read, 
and to look at. 

Folded paper is always a good 
choice for social letters. How- 
ever, if you pen long and in- 
spired messages, or write in a 
flowing hand, you may prefer 
the single sheet. For informal 
letters that are typewritten, the 
single sheet style is your best 
selection. Either folded or single 
sheet is correct.

Removing Calcimine. 

UR sad story for today in- 
(0 volves a lady who tried to 

paint a ceiling that had 
previously been painted with 
calcimine. Before she had got 
very far she found that it can’t 
be done but by this time it was 
too late. 

Calcimine makes a good finish 
particularly for ceilings and for 
walls in rooms where there is 
not a moisture problem and 
where there won't be much 


ling. 

Unfortunately, calcimine can’t 
be used as a base for other 
paints—even for calcimine. It 
must all be washed off the sur- 
face prior to redecorating. 

If you are ever in doubt as to 
whether or not a finish is calci- 
mine or not—try wiping it with 
a cloth dampened in water. If 
the stuff comes off on the cloth, 
it’s probably calcimine. 

Calcimine is not difficult to 
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Sunday brunch that can be 
prepared in minutes: Set the 
sausages sizzling over low 
heat, and whip up waffles 
from a package of buckwheat 
pancake mix. 


remove as it responds nicely to 
warm water and a sponge. A 
good way to tackle the job is to 
use two pails of warm water and 
two sponges.

After 
the surfaces have been thor- 
oughly rinsed, be sure to allow 
ample time for drying before re- 
painting.

HE 18-monther walks.down a one-way street. And that 
T street, unfortunately, more often than not heads in the 

direction opposite that which adults would like to have 
him take. 

Ask him to put something in the wastebasket, and he 
empties the basket. Tell him to put his empty cup on the 
tray, he drops it onto the floor. Leave him for a moment, 
one sock on and one off, and he removes the sock which 
you have gotten onto him. 

Not so with the 2-year-old, we often tell you. Two is a 
gentle age, a docile age, a loving age. Compared to his 18- 
month self, the\ 2-year-old can be a marvel of docility and 
agreeableness. But he still has a long way to go. Co-opera- 
tive as he may be in some things, the 2-year-old is still not 
very far removed from babyhood. e 


x * * 

IF WE TRY TO UNDERSTAND these immaturities in- 
stead of taking the attitude that, “he’s old enough now to 
do so and-so,” our life with him and his with us can be 
smoothed out considerably. 

* One of the 2-year-old’s greatest difficulties is often his 
inability to make transitions. Once he is in a situation, fine. 
Your problem is, more often than not, to get him into the 
situation—that is, to get him started. But once he is happily 
engaged in some acceptable activity, it is often very diffi- 
cult to get him to shift to something else. 

Since a normal day’s activity for a 2-year-old, as for 
anybody else, involves many such shifts, you may, if your 
life includes a 2-year-old, find some of the following sug- 
gestions helpful.

HERE ARE SOME of the more useful methods for get- 
ting a 2-year-old to leave what he is doing for the next 
thing: 

As at 18 months, one of the best ways is to lure him to 
the place you want him to be, by means of an enticing toy 
or some food. 

Though he will probably refuse to be led by the hand, 
he may allow you to pick him up bodily and carry him. 

You may be able to interest him in a next thing by talk- 
ing about it in a gentle, not too directive way: “Go find 
soap”; “Time to get crackers.” 

Try telling him to say goodby to the thing he is doing. 
Thus: “Say goodby blocks,” or “Say goodby swing.” 

Often, too, a gentle warning in advance will help. Thus, 
while he is still playing with his toys, but mealtime is ap- 
proaching, you can say: “Pretty soon we’ll go to the bath- 
ftoom and then have supper.” 

You yourself will of course work out many other sim- 
ple ways of getting your 2-year-old from here to there. 
You will be most successful with him however, if you re- 
member that for most 2-year-olds, sudden transitions can 
be a stumbling block, and usually need to be accomplished 
with some finesse.

When Central Was a Real Live Gal 


Remodeling of Kinloch Building Recalls Early on of the Telephone in St. Louis

EMORIES of the time when 
St.,Louisans were served .by 
two telephone companies 

come to mind as air-hammers 

chip away at the name and 
facade of the Kinloch Building 
at Tenth and Locust streets 
preparatory to remodeling and 
renam the Farm and 
Home Building—the former main 
= of the Kinloch Telephone 
0 
The company operated a local 

telephone service until 1924 

when it was taken over by the 

Bell Telephone Co., now the 

Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 

About all that remains of the 
old service are the names of 
some of its exchanges, among 
them the popular “Central,” 


which in the early days was al- — 


most synonymous with the tele- 
phone. 

“Central” was a real live gal 
then who would trill your num- 
ber until it sounded something 
like “t-h-r-r-r-e-e, n-i-n-u-n, 
f-i-v-e-e, s-e-v-v-u-n,” and who 
yo she was “s-0-r-r-e-e-e” 

sweetly that it made you feel 
real bad for bothering her. 

Hers was no voice on a tape 
telling you in a courteous but 
matter-of-fact tone that you had 
dialed incorrectly. 

In the “B.C.” days—‘“Before 
Central’’—boys were used exclu- 
sively as operators. Beginning 
in 1885, girls were employed 
during the daytime. 

Back in 1896, when the Kin- 
loch company was incorporated, 
the telephone was still pretty 
much of a novelty. It was not 
found in many homes, but was 
used almost exclusively in places 
of business. 

Folks without a home tele- 
phone, wishing to reach friends 
quickly, made their calls at the 
neighborhood grocery and drug 
stores. And, since very likely 
the person to whom the call was 
made also had no telephone, the 
grocer or druggist was asked to 
“please call Mrs. Murphy who 
lives just across the street, it’s 
important.” 

The merchant’s phone was 
used freely by his customers— 
and some who weren't his cus- 
tomers—and frequently his gen- 
erosity was imposed on to “make 
an afternoon call without dress- 
ing up,” as one early-day grocer 
termed it. 

Often, too, the merchant was 
asked to take time out from his 
work to place the call for some- 
one who still was “afraid of 
that new-fangled device.” 

In those days a private tele- 
phone conversation was almost 
impossible if made from a place 
of business. The phone usually 
was located on the merchant's 
rolltop desk, or fastened on the 
wall. And there was a prevail- 
ing idea that one must assume 
a “telephone voice” (plenty loud 
and entirely unnatural in tone) 
when speaking over the phone. 

Receiving a telephone call 
then was just about as important 
as getting a telegram, only of 
course, folks probably didn’t get 
so excited or prepare to shed a 
tear over the anticipated sad 
news that telegrams then 
seemed always to bring. 

Talking on the _ telephone 
could be mighty interesting 
though, and no doubt rural visi- 
tors to St. Louis got the same 
thrill as did “Oklahoma” cow- 
boy Willie in Kansas City, 
where a strange woman ans- 
wered when he put the receiver 
to his ear. 


Following are tips from a 
1910 telephone directory: 

“Ringing on a line before 6 
a.m. or after 10 p.m. is positive- 
ly forbidden, except for a doc- 
tor. 

“Subscribers must not hold 
the line for longer than five 
minutes. Butting in, interrupt- 
ing a conversation, whistling or 
making other noises will be 
deemed cause for removal of a 
telephone.” 

x * 

HE then esses sign, “Both 

Phones,” could be found in 

places of business that sub- 
scribed to the rival services. 
And later, when the Bell com- 
pany began introducing coin or 
pay station telephones in places 
of business—a nickel a call, of 
course—many establishments as 
an inducement to prospective 
customers, displayed signs read- 
ing: “Free Phone,” usually 
meaning the Kinloch. 

But others, hoping the public 
would share their telephone bill, 
hung signs reading “Calls, five 
cents” on the long, swan-like 
neck of the ‘Kinloch. That was 
just about the last straw for 
certain folks who proclaimed 
indignantly they never heard of 
such nerve and they certainly 
were not going to pay just to 
use the phone. 

It was in 1896, after the Bell 
company’s basic patents had ex- 
pired, that the Kinloch com- 
pany was organized to serve St. 
Louis. Construction of the rival 
company’s facilities began in

1897 and by March 1920, there 
were 30,000 Kinloch subscribers, 
a large percentage of them not 
duplicated by Bell. 

Kinloch was said to be the 
largest and strongest indepen- 
dent telephone company in the 
country, and the backbone of the 
entire independent telephone 
system. The officers of the com- 
pany were Sam M. Kennard, 
president; Wililam F. Nolker, 
vice president; William D. Orth- 
wein, second vice president; 
Breckinridgé Jones, treasurer; 
Hopkins J. Hanbord, general 
manager, and C, K. Dickson 
Walsh, secretary.

T is difficult for this genera- 
J tion to realize how enthusias- 

tically the telephone was wel- 
comed back before the. turn of 
the century. Songs were writ- 
ten about it; the first one, pub- 
lished in 1877 was “The Won- 
derous Telephone.” The same 
year produced a “Telephone 
March,” a polka, a galop. 

Early in the 1900s, in keeping 
with the sad songs of that era, 
was one entitled, “Hello, Central, 
Give Me Heaven, Because My 
Mamma’s There.” 

This enthusiasm also carried 
over to the 1920s when Irving 
Berlin wrote his famous “All 
Alone, By the Telephone” and 
John Steele sang jt in the Music 
Box Revue. 

There were many jokes and 
gags about the telephone. One 
concerned Chris Von Der Ahe, 
famous owner of the old St. 
Louis Browns ana a kind of local 
Samuel Goldwyn of his day. It 
was related that a friend forgot 
his umbrella in Von Der Ahe’s 
saloon and telephoned -Chris 
about it. “Is dis it?” inquired

the genial German, holding up 
the umbrella in front of his re- 
cently installed telephone. 

Just as the telephone has 
changed our lives, so it too has 
undergone many changes. The 
instrument itself is much differ- 
ent from the original model. 
And telephone poles once so 
numerous have largely been re- 
placed by underground cables. 

Bell finally took over the Kin- 
loch on Aug. 2, 1924. This re- 
sulted in a combined system of 
165,000 telephone users in the 
St. Louis area who could be 
connected with 16,000,000 sub- 
scribers in the United States. 

Cost of the merger was $2,- 
000,000. The huge job was com- 
pleted in 16 months, 60 days 
ahead of schedule, an excep- 
tional achievement compared 
with other cities where similar 
mergers were under way. In 
Cleveland, for example, with 
180,000 subscribers, the merger 
required two and one half years, 
and in Kansas City, Mo., the 
work took more than three 
years. 

St. Louis always had been in 
the foreground regarding com- 
munications. The forehunner of 
the telephone company was the 
American District Telegraph 
Company which was organized 
in 1874. Subscribers could “dial” 
for “Carriage,” “Doctor,” and 
a few other necessities. 

In 1877, company minutes 
show a committee of two was 
appointed to confer with the 
Bell Telephone Co. of Boston 
and arrange for exclusive use 
of its instruments in St. Louis, 
and in 1878 the contract was 
signed. This was only two years 
after the historic conversation 
between Alexander Graham

Bell and his assistant, Thomas 
Watson, in a Boston garret. 
The first telephone subscriber 
in St. Louis was Judge George 
A. Madill, laWyer and financier. 
Annual charge was $100 provid- 
ing other lawyers agreed to sub- 
scribe. Judge John M. Krum 
was the second to sign up, and 
the firm of Glover and Shep- 
herd was third. Then two other 
firms installed telephones. 


opened April 19, 1878, with 

11 subscribers, and the serv- 
ice was known as the St. Louis 
Telephonic Exchange. The office 
was located on the top floor of 
the Third National Bank Build- 
ing at 417 Olive street. The first 
telephones were connected to 
the central office by iron wire 
which passed over the roofs of 
buildings. Poles were nét used 
until 1880. 

By 1878, the number of sub- 
scribers had grown to 48. This 
growth prompted George fF. 
Durant, the first telephone man- 
ager in St. Louis, to construct 
a switchboard, one of the first 
to be operated in the world. 

In 1885 the operator had an 
open circuit to her ear on which 
several subscribers could and 
often did come in on at the same 
time. This resulted in much 
confusion and necessitated all 
but one of the callers “ringing 
off” to let only one person be 
served. 

St. Louis has been credited 
with originating the first trunk 
line system, permitting subscrib- 
ers of one exchange to be con- 
nected with another. This appa- 
ratus also was designed in part 
by Durant. 

The expressions “ring up” and 
“ring off” date from these days, 
when it was necessary for a 
telephone user to ring the cen- 
tral office to make a call, and 
to ring again to let central know 
he was through talking. In each 
case, he used a crank extend- 
ing from the side of the tele- 
phone box. 

In March 1883, Durant an- 
nounced in the St. Louis Chron- 
icle that his company was not 
planning to extend its wire from 
Clayton to meet the wires of

North was one of 
the world’s highest-rated play- 
ers, and South was only slightly 
less famous, yet they did not 
function very well as a vartner- 
ship!

The only thing that could 
have stopped South from win- 
ning 12 tricks—barring a first- 
round ruff—was a 4-0 diamond 
break, and since this remote 
possibility did not materialize, 
South ended up with a trick 
over contract. 


It is difficult to fathom how | 
North could have failed to bid 
the slam which was so very 
likely to succeed, in the light 
of South’s bidding. South cer- 
tainly did his part. He not only 
jumped from one spade to three 
diamonds, but jumped again 
over four clubs. Two vital mat- 
ters were unquestionably set- 
tled by those two jumps. South 
might have made his first leap 
on nothing but a long solid suit, 
but he surely would not have 
leaped again with only one ace 
in his hand. Thus, South’s ac- 
tual sequence, if justified (and 
North had no reason to doubt 
the justification), guaranteed 
both the long, solid suit and 
the possession of two aces— 
and since North had the key 
feature, the singleton heart, he 
had no conceivable excuse for 
declining to bid six diamonds.

NEW YORK. 


N the Rocky Mountain states 
| the death of Senator Pat 
McCarran last week created 
a great deal of comment. His 


had the small- 
est population 
of any state 
in the union, 
he had repre- 
sented it for 
so long, and 
had pushed Mrs, Roosevelt 
the causes in 

which he believed so vigorous- 
ly, that he loomed as a most 
important figure. 

Senator McCarran was chair- 
man of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee, which wields a great deal 
of power, up to 1953, but with 
the coming to power of the 
Republicans he lost the chair- 
manship. He remained, how- 
ever, the senior Democrat of 
this committee, and had many 
close friends and supporters 
among the Republicans. 

It is not a surprise to have 
seen in the papers that Sena- 
tor William E. Jenner will 
seek a review of Senator Mc- 
Carthy’s censure case. They 
are close friends and it must, 
of course, be difficult for Sen- 
ator Jenner to accept the cen- 
suring of his friend.

I WAS DELIGHTED to see
